1 . In view of the amendment filed October 1 5, 2008, the Restriction mailed May 1 5, 
2008 is withdrawn in favor of the following requirement to elect a single species. 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Specifically, the concept of 
providing either a single stage gear mechanism or a multiple stage gear mechanism as 
an input mechanism to a gear drive is not considered inventive. For example, the prior 
art to Bouche (USP 7,225,698) teaches the general concept of providing a modular 
transmission having different input configurations. Further, bevel gear transmissions is 
well known in the art. Accordingly, the general concept of providing a modular bevel 
gear transmission having different input configurations is not considered inventive. 
Since the single general concept of the gear devices illustrated in Figures 1-3 is not 
considered inventive, applicant must elect a single species for examination.
